Were Uwd In Warfw*.

In the old days when the Romans 


and Greeks fought furious battles the 
| charioteers drove their cars in all di- 
rections, hurled their Javelins nnd by 
tbe din and clatter of horses and wheels 
commonly threw the ranks of the en- 
emy into disorder nnd, making their 
way ntnong the squadrons of tbe en- 
emy's cavnlry. leaped down from their 
chariots and fought on foot 


The charioteers then withdrew little 


by little out of tbe flgbt and placed 
their cbnrlots In such a -way thnt If 
they were hard pressed they could read- 
ily retreat to tbelr own side. Thus in 
battle they afforded tbe mobility of 
cavnlry witb tbe steadiness of Infantrr. 


Dully practice enabled them to. pull 


up their horses nt full speed when on a 
steep slope or to run out on the pol« 
and stand on tbe yoke nnd to get nim- 
bly bnck Into tbe chariot 


With tbe Introduction of cavalry In 


the later Iron age came larger horses, 
but their use for this purpose i«eonis to 
hare been restricted to Isolated tfeiis. 
There is no doubt that the west Ger- 
man tribes as late as tbe campaign of 
Cnesar In Gaul n*cd only th« shaggy 
pony. It Is said In cavalry actions they 
held it disgraceful nnd slothful to use 
any kind of saddle, and Instead of 
charging In squadrons tltey dismounted 
and fought on foot. 


As far ns Entlnnd Is concerned tbe 


j art of riding seems to bare been Intro- 
duced by the Normans. The 8«xons 
appear to bar* been but indifferent 
horsemen.
